The plant is a strong, vigorous grower with- 
out any indication of weakness or disease, each 
plant being sturdy and vigorous The leaves 
are very heavy, with great texture and glossy 
finish, withstanding all kinds of adverse con- 
ditions. The past season was very dry, being 
a most trying one for all dahlias in our 1loca- 
tion, but 

Dorothy Peacock bloomed early, freely and 
continuously from July, until killed down by 
frost the last of October. 

The accompanying photographs will show 
more conclusively than words, the great value 
of this new introduction. The field view, show- 


ing a row, will give an idea of how much earl- 
ier it will come into full bloom than other 
varieties. The single flower shows its beauti- 
ful formation and full center. The flowering 
branch without any disbudding, shows its nat- 
ural habit of growth. It will be seen that the 
stems are strong, slender and erect.

A new 
giant decorative dahlia, which surpasses any 
other dahlia of its color. The plant is a re- 
markably strong, vigorous grower, not quite 
so early a bloomer as Dorothy Peacock, but 
blooming earlier than most of the large dah- 
lias. The flowers are of an immense size, often 
64% inches in diameter, and 38 to 4 inches 
through, and always full to the center. The 
flowers are produced on long stems in great 
abundance. The color is a deep rose pink, 
the reflex of the petals being the same color as 
the face, or a shade darker, in contrast to so 
many varieties that have a pale reflex color.

Probably 
the largest dahlia in existence, being ful- 
ly twice as large as Yellow LeColosse. 
On account of the gigantic size and the 
color, which is a deep, golden yellow, in 
contrast to the various shades generally 
found in dahlias, this was most appro- 
priately named “Golden Wedding,” being 
the same shade as the Golden Wedding 
Chrysanthemum, and also fully as large, 
flowers the past season, measuring 6 to 
84 inches in diameter, petals reflexing al- 
most to the stem with a full center. The 
plant is also a giant. The flowers are 
produced on stems 3 feet and more in 
length. In spite of its gigantic size, it is 
most effective for vases or decorations, as 
the stems, though rigid, droop gracefully 
under their great load. The leaves, like 
the plants, are very large and heavy. This 
is one of, if not the best exhibition variety 
ever produced, the flowers being larger 
than the celebrated LeColosse. We wou!d 
not recommend this variety as a florist cut 
flower sort, but one that everyone should 
grow who wants dahlias a little better 
than their neighbor’s, and one that should 
be in every collection grown for exhibi- 
tion.

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Six New Giant Century Dahlias 


Evelyn Century. A new Century 
dahlia of the old Evelyn type, being 
fully equal to that old favorite in 
brilliancy of color and blooming, 
but more than twice the size. It is 
a beautiful formation, rather irre- 
gular, the petals being slightly 
twisted, giving them a most artistic 
effect. The color is deep pink, shad- 
ing to crimson, with a pure white 
disc. Later in the season, the color 
zone softens to clear pink, which 
still contrasts most beautifully with 
the white disc.

Lot- 
tie Eckford, which was crossed on the 
New Century Dahlias six years ago, in 
our effort to get all colors and types in 
our Century Dahlias, which type we ori- 
ginated and introduced in the form of 
Twentieth Century, in 1901. 

Eckford Century is probably the larg- 
gest of all the Century Dahlias growing 
to an immense size. It is of perfect form, 
though having 10 petals in many cases. 
The color is pure white, spotted pink 
and penciled crimson. The stems are 
very long, often 3 feet. This is not only 
a distinct and pleasing variety, but an 
ent'rely new type in the Century class, 
and will give the greatest satisfaction to all 
lovers of fancy dahlias.

Note the 
immense size of the petals in comparison with 
the center or flower head. It is distinct from 
all other Century Dahlias, as it has a broad 
band of brilliant rosy crimson through the cen- 
ter of the outer two-thirds of the petal, and a 
brilliant rosy pink band on either side, with 
a white penciling dividing them, and a snow 
white disc, with yellow halo, around the golden 
vellow center. In contrast with the other flow- 
ers, it holds its color and does not fade until 
killed by frost in the Fall. The plants are 
strong growers, of branching habit, freely 
blooming, with long straight stems. As the 
flower keeps longer than any other variety, in 
addition to holding the color, it will be the cut- 
flower Century and will supplant the celebrated 
20th Century, which has held its own as the 
best until now it is superseded by a fairer off- 
spring. Gladys is a profuse bloomer and on ac- 
count of its superlative qualities will be in great 
demand for years to come.

Rose Pink 
Century not only has a very long and abso- 
lutely straight stem 2 to 3 feet long, but is 
of immense size, 6 to 7 inches across, and a 
clear rose pink color—the color found in A. D. 
Livoni—and will therefore supplant the old 
Pink Century. The plants are perfect giants, 
growing 5 to 6 and even 7 feet high, with an 
immense stalk and heavy branches. Even the 
roots respond to the giant; single tubers are 
sometimes 10 inches long, and 3 inches in diam- 
eter, and the neck approaching the crown is 2 
inches thick, in contrast with the majority of 
single dahlias, which cannot be handled with- 
out breaking the necks of tubers, rendering 
clumps worthless. The flowers are of great 
substance and last when cut as long as any 
dcuble, thus making them of the greatest com- 
mercial value as cut flowers for shipment. Ev- 
ery lover of single dahlias should grow this 
variety.
